AN EPISODE OF THE BALTIMORE CONVEN- 
TION. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., March II.— The following 
related by a prominent ex-Union General as a 
piece of unwritten history in connection with 
the revival of the Rusecrans-Garfield letter. 
It brings to the surface a hitherto-forgotten 
fact which will tend to strengthen the well- 
known friendship and affection which existed 
between the two. It will be remembered that 
Gen. Garfield was a delegate from Ohio, in 1864, 
to the Baltimore Convention, and nominated 
Président Lincoin “for his second term. After 
Lincoln had been nominated Garfield tele- 
graphed to Rosecrans, then in St. Louis, as fol- 
lows: 


'Viee-Presidency going a-begging. Will you accept? 
Gen. Rosecrans, after consultation with a 
Well-known General now in Washington, con- 
sented, and sent an answer to Gen. Garfield, 
which, it is said, was suppressed by Stanton in 
the War Department, through whose hands all 
telegrams at that time went. Asa consequence, 
Andrew Johnson received the nomination which 
Gen. Kosecrans would unquestionably have se- 
cured, and the following event of Lincoln's 
death would have placed him in the Presidential 
chair, which subsequently was filled by Johnson. 
The system of espionage in the War Depart- 
ment at that time brought the train of disasters 
which followed under the Johnson régime, and 
which might bappily have been averted in the 
placing of Gartield’s friend Rosecrans in the 
Presidential chair.

The reduction is attributed by the revenue 
authorities in great measure to the action in 
Congress with regard to the reduction of taxa- 
tion, the theory being that this proposed legis- 
lation has the effect to induce dealers to post- 
pone commercial transactions, in the expecta- 
tion that the basis of taxation may be changed.

It is not believed 
that it will be reached till next session, and 
many are iu favor of that course, thinking that 
then time will have cooled the passions of all 
concerned, and that it will be possible to have 
the bill impartially considered. 

Said one of the committee today: “If the 
people of this country could see the bills brougbt 
in for allowance, general disrust would be the 
result. I would as Soon think of asking Con- 
gress to pay me for nursing my wife through an 
illness as to put in such bills as some of these, 
if I were in the piace of certain persons I could 
name.”

WIDOWS OF PRESIDENTS GARFIELD, POLK,

Wasuinoron, D. C., March 10.—The following 
is the bill granting Mrs. Garfield a pension, as 
amended and reported by the Senate Committee 
on Pensions; 

Tnat the Secretary of the Interior be, and he 
is hereby, directed to place the names of Lucre- 
tia K. Gartield, widow of James A. Gartieia, de- 
ceased; Sarab Childress Pols, widow of James 
K. Polk, deceased; and Julia Gardner Tyier, 
widow of John Tyler, deceased, on the pension 
roll, and pay to 2 of them a pension during 
their respective natural lives, at the rate of five 
thousand dollars a year from and after the nive- 
teenth day of September, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-one. 

Sec. 2. That the pension of five thousand dol- 
lars, granted by this act to Julia Gardner Trier, 
shall be u lieu of the pension beretofore granted 
by Congress. 

This is in tieu of the bill passed by the House 
a short time since. The amendment will, with- 


out doubt, be accepted by the House.

WASRINGTON, D. C., March 9.—Gen. Rosecrans 
told your correspondent last night that he bad 
uo intention of making any statement for pub- 
lication about the GartieMi-Chase letter pub- 
lished yesterday uatil be. had ascertained 
whether it was genuine or not.

He was somewhat surprised to find in 
a New York paper today a statement purport- 
ing to have come from him respecting the mat- 
ter, which he supposed must have been written 
us the result of some conversation which he did 
not suppose would be published. But, as the 
statement contains things he did not say, and 
is a misrepresentation of things be did say, and 
the facts respecting the Tullanema campaign 
are somewhat iudicrousiy misstated. Gen. 
Rosecrans said to your correspondent tonight 
that as this premature publicagon had occurred 
it might be as well to set forth his views and the 
facts of history aright, upon the assumption, of 
course, that the letter was genuine. 

In the first place, he would say that he re- 
gretted exceedingly the pubiication ot a letter 
of which he had often heard, but in whose ex- 
istence he bad. in the face of Garfield's denial 
to himself, refused to believe.

An Interview with J. H. Rhodes, an 
Intimate Friend of Garfield.

CLEVELAND, O., March 11.—There appears to 
be a united attempt just now al! along tne lines 
to slur and defame the late President Garfield.

When 
Dr. Bliss took charge of the case and 
virtually stood at the head of the 
other physicians employed, he became 
responsible for the case, and the free- 
dom with which he discussed it, and 
the willingness with which he allowed 
himself to be the oracle of the sick chamber, 
showed that he considered himself the re- 
sponsible doctor in enarge. It is now con- 
ceded that he treated the case from first to 
last upon false premises, that fortwo months 
he was treating a pus cavity supposing it to 
be the wound, and that he did not discover 
the mistake until the dissecting-knife re- 
vealed it to him. Could anything be more 
monstrous than to pay a doctor who osten- 
tatiously took the responsibility of the case 
$25,000 for making the most radical error in 
treatment ever made by a physician, for 
doing everything wrong from first to last, 
and for not knowing it until the body of his 
patient was laid open before him? Would 
compensation be paid for ignorance of this sort 
in any other department of professional skill 
and labor? In point of absolute justice the 
other physicians in the case are entitied to 
more compensation than Bliss, for they were 
not responsible, though they may have made 
the same error, and were in a cértaii? sense 
subordinate to him. It requires consideza- 
ble recklesness for the majority of the com- 
mittee to report this immense fee, which is 
an insult to the medical intelligence as well 
as to the intelligence of the country, and still 
more pera. tor a man, even of Bliss’ 
large responsibility, to accept it. There 
have been many shocking instances of indif- 
ference connected with the illness and death 
of Garfield, but none more shocking than this 
scramble of Bliss and his friends to grab $25,- 
000 out of the Treasury to pay him for his 
mistakes. 
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Mn. CnAdIx, who Mas givpn considerable 
attention to the liquor-lice@se question, has 
had some new light since he served on the 
late grand jury. The argument has been 
made heretofore that the saloons are mainly 
responsible for the conditions which make 
an increased police force absolutely indis- 
pensable to the protection of persen and 
property, and that hence the saloons ought 
to contribute a larger share of the cost to the 
city which would be saved but for them. 
This argument is still good, but it is 
strengthened by Mr. Cragin’s new discovery. 
He has found that a very large proportion of 
the complaints which come before a grand 
jury are brought by the saloonkeepers 
themselves. So the Police Justices and 
Officers testify that their interference 
is invoked by saloonkeepers in a 
much larger proportion than by any 
other class of citizens. If, then, the saloons 
sow the seeds of vice and crime, fail to con- 
tribute in any fair proportion to the suppres- 
sion thereof, and are also the most importu- 
nate in seeking the protection of Govern- 
ment authority, the movement for an in- 
crease in their license fees is certainly 
reasonable and ought to succeed. Mr. Cragin 
says: 

Simply asa matter of business a licensee of 
$500 would probably not cover the additional 
expense caused by the interest, and would still 


leave the other interests to support tue police, 
etc., Who are so much used by this class.

865 large a suspension of new railroad 
building will throw not less than 100,000 men 
out of employment, who must seek work in 
other directions. It will also reduce the de- 
mand for iron and coal, and the manifold 
supplies for the construction and equipment 
of railroads, and thereby still further con- 
tract the demand for labor. Meanwhile new 
laborers will continue to come into the coun- 
trv by thousands. This surplus in the supply, 
along with an arrest in the extent of pro- 
duction and industry, must inevitably result 
in a contraction of wages, and resistance to 
the logic of events by strikes and riots will 
only make matters worse. There is just one 
hope that a somewhat gloomy outlook may 
be brightened. Abundance in the new crop 
will s.imulate enterprise, restore confidence, 
and accelerate exchanges. New enterprises 
will then start up, and the manufacturers 
will find a better market for their goods than 
they now anticipate. Coal mines and iron- 
works will be busy, and prices Wil warrant 
the payment of good wages, if not Increased 
wages. At the same time the highest point 
in the rising scale of prices seems to have 
been reached, and the working classes can- 
not make unreasonable demands upon their 
employers without crippiing enterprise, 
checking production, throwing themselves 
out of employment, and drawing the lines 
still closer. 
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THE PURE WATER AND SEWAGE PROB- 
LEMS 


There are various schemes floating in the 
public mind for procuring purer drinking- 
water in the future. It seems to be taken 
for granted that the drinking-water of the 
city must continue to be polluted and poi- 
soned by the flow of city sewage into the 
lake, and to remedy this two schemes have 
been proposed. The first is the obtalumg of 
a supply of water by bringing it from the 
high lands at Lake Forest or Waukegan, or 
by extending the tunnels several miles fur- 
ther into the deeper waters of Lake Mich- 
igan, and trying to erect an aquaport that 
will resist the ice and storms. The other is 
by enlarging the present canal to double its 
present width and a proportionate increase 
of its depth to Lockport, a distance of forty 
miles. The present outflow of water by the 
canalis an average of 15,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute, and by the enlargement it 
will Be 60,000 feet of water in the same time. 
These two propositions have their separate 
advocates, while a large body support both. 
Now let us examine them separately. 

The scheme for purer water, for whieh the 
City Government and the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion are demanding an amendment to the 
Constitution and a ten-million blanket mort- 
gage, will leaye the supply from the crib, 
wherever it may be placed, open to pollution 
from the river. The discharge from the river 
will find its way to the source of the city sup- 
ply of water, so that scheme will not relieve 
the evil. Moving the crib away into deeper 
water is not a reliable remedy. The foul con- 
tents of the river must be kept from the lake 
by their discharge in another direction. 

The canal in its present size and depth, by 
the use of pumps, has the capacity of carry- 
ing off 60,000 cubic feet of water per minute, 
and without them only carries off 15,000 feet, 
because the water in the river is so low as to 
furnish only that much flow along the bot- 
tom of the ditch. But by constructing alock 
and dam and the use of the pump the full 60,- 
000 feet of water per minute cen be put into 
the canal continuously if needed. This is 
equal to giving the canal all the drainage 
capacity that it would have if it were 
widened and deepened to four times the 
capacity of the existing ditch. This flow of 
60,000 cubic feet per minute would not only 
keep the Chicago River clean by a constant 
rush of pure lake water, but would put an 
end to all defilement of the lake water at the 
erib by the prevention of any defilement 
reaching the lake. 

This one scheme of the lock and dam with 
the pumping machinery and all other ex- 
penditure can be completed and put igopera- 
tion at a cost of $250,000, and be operated at 
a total cost when in use of but $100 a day. 

This scheme of lock, dam, and pumps, 
costing $250,000, will accomplish, and- do it 
immediately, all that is hoped for and ex- 
pected by the most sanguine in the way of 
keeping the water-supply pure and in the 
way of relieving the river of its sewage and 
Huth. Yet the canal enlargement alone to 
carry that amount of water will take five 
years to complete and cost $5,000,000 to 
$6,000,000, while the extension of the water- 
works to Waukegan or eastward into fifty 
feet of water would cost 810,000, 000 or more. 

The three measures proposed, as to cost and 
effectiveness, compare thus: (1) The exten- 
sion of water-tunnels into fifty feet of water 
and consequent enlargement of -works will 
cost $10,000,000, and stil] leave the water-sup-

claimed for them when combined, while 
Scheme No. 3 accomplishes precisely all 
thas these can accomplish at a cost of $250,000, 
of which sum two-thirds has already been 
expended, and it can be put in operation at the 
close of the present year. The cost of operat- 
ing the pumps at the canal is put at $100 a 
day, when needed, which has been estimated 
at not exceeding 250 days in the year. 

The Citizens’ Association is supposed to 
be composed of merchants, business-men 
capable of taking a common-sense view of a 
purely business matter, and we submit to 
them whether it is not advisable to try the 
effect of the lock, dam, and pumps, which 
are now nearly ready for use, upon the purg- 
ing and thorough cleansing of the river, thus 
relieving the iake from impurity, before we 
enter upon the long work of amending the 
Constitution, and the equally long work— 
say five to seven years-—of constructing a 
new water system, or of completing the en- 
largement of the canal, which, at the end of 
ten years, will only do what the lock, dam, 
and pumps will do in ten days after their 
completion next January?

MR. BLAINE’S, FULURE. 

For the first time in twenty-three years 
Mr. Blaine finds himself absolutely in pri- 
vate life. He was in the Maing Legislature 
before he was In Congress, and he was a 
Representative aud Senator in Congress 
from July 7, 1863, until he took office under 
Garfield. He was Speaker three terms when 
his party was in the majority, and a recog- 
nized leader when it was in the minority. 
He has been a man of note and influence in 
the Senate, and was the chief member of the 
last elected Administration. Mr. Kasson and 
others may attempt to smooth over the dif- 
ferences between the last and the present Ad- 
ministration, but they will continue to exist, 
The civilities of the dinner-table may be 
exchanged between the friend of Garfield 
and the friend of Conkling; but the truce be- 
tween them must ever be hollow and unsatis- 
factory. Hostilities have merely been post- 
poned toa more convenient season. It is 
impossible either that Arthur should resist 
the pressure which the Stalwarts are bring- 
ing to bear upon him or that Blaine should 
forget the deliberate and hasty efforts of this 
Admlulstratlon to discredit him in the eyes 
of the country, and bring reproach upon his 
dead friend. Mr. Kasson has undertaken too 
big a task in his diplomatic effort to bring 
Frelinghttysen into a line with Blaine. He 
will soon have to choose between them, for 
no man may serve two masters, and one can- 
not in this case be on with the new love 
without being off with the old. 

Mr. Bilaine’s probable future policy has 
been the subject of much speculation in 
Washington. If the truth were known, he 
probably has no plans for the future, His 
business interests. are large, and they need 
his active attention. His health is generally 
good, but it would be protited by two or 
three years of absolute repose. A trip to 
Europe atthis time, if it can be arranged, 
would be agreeable and useful. Mr. Blaine 
is too wise and too modest, much as his 
enemies may smeer at the word, to desire to 
inherit the political effects of Presidént Gar- 
field. It must be admitted that, whatever 
his mistakes may have been, the man from 
Maine has never sought to shine by any 
other light than his own. He has borrowed 
no Ulumination from the characteror the 
services of anybody, His memorial address 
was an instance of self-suppression as re- 
markable as any in our history. Few men 


would have had the courage or the skill to 


eliminate so completely from a life-sketch of 
a dead friend any personal element. There 
was no Mare Antony on this occasion. Yet 
Mr. Blaine himself must often have echoed 
the words of Cesar’s panegyrist, Then you 
and I and all of us fell down.” 

Mr. Blaine cut loose to a certain extent 
from his Presidential associations when he 
became Secretary of State. He was tacitly 
pledged to Garfield to abandon his Presiden- 
tial ambition. He fulfilled this obligation 
honorably. In se doing, he severed sume of 
the strongest tiles he had. For example, 
Chandler, of New Hampshire, was his ablest 
political manager., When Chandler's name 
was sent in to the Senate as Solicitor of the 
Treasury he did notpress it personally, as he 
did Robertson’s nomination. Chandler himself 
has often said that Blaine might have saved 
him by lifting a little finger, and he would 
not do it, Mr. Farwell, of Chicago, was in 
nearly the same plight. He has never quite 
forgiven Blaine for permitting Long Jones 
to be made Marshal of the Northern IIIinols 
District. Kasson may not have a grievance, 
but he has associations with Frelinghuysen 
that have separated him from Blaine. These 
ruptures may all be temporary and slight. 
It may be possible to knit them up. Blaine 
was not properly responsible for them. He 
had exhausted his political credit in behalf 
of Robertson, and reasonable men should be 
ready to admit that it was impossible for him 
to do more or for President Gartield to give 
more to him at that critical juncture. If 
Robertson's case had been repeated in all 
parts of the country, there would have been 
justice in the cry that Blaine, not Garfield, 
was President. 

While Mr. Blaine has no Presidential am- 
bition, and is not even in the “hands of his 
friends“ in the usual sense, he has as yet 
made no farewell address to the American 
people. Though he may never be President 
himself, he will have a potential voice in de- 
ciding who the next candidate of the Repub- 
lican party shall be. This isa fact the work- 
ers would do well to bear in mind. When 
he shall come to declare himself, it he ever 
shall, it will probably be found that his 
political creed consists of three articles: 

First—A revision of the tariff. Mr. Blaine 
is too wise a man not to see that the present 
tariff system is indefensible. He Is, and al- 
ways has been, a high-tariff man. But he is 
not a prohibitionist. Ile is well aware that 
the tariff which Henry Clay approved, or the 
first Morrill tariff, would seem to the Penn- 
sylvania economiats of the present day a 
revenue-reform measure. He can afford to 
stand on the same ground as Henry Clay, or 
Morrill in 1861. : 

Secondly—A system of internal improve- 
ments, including the Delaware Canal, the 
Florida Canai, the Hennepin Canal, and parts 
of the Mississippi River, and other water- 
ways. 

Third—An American“ foreign policy. 
The. force of the last article will depend 
much on the conduct of Mr. Frelingbuysen. 
The defenders of the latter maintain that he 
is secretiy prosecuting a more vigorous 
policy than Mr. Blaine bimself had adopted. 
These persons say that an agent has been dis- 
patched to Mexico, another to Chili, and 
others to the South American States on the 
Atlantic; that the American Congress will 
soon be called with a flourish of trumpets,

SERGI. MASON’S BRUTAL SENTENCE. 

The verdict of the court-martial which has 
been sitting upon the case of Sergt. John A. 
Mason, who unsuccessfully tried to shoot 
the assasin of the President last September, 
may be in accordance with the etiquet and 
discipline of «the shoulder-strapped officers 
who delivered it, but it will be regarded by 
the people of this country who do not wear 
shoulder-straps and who are accustomed to 
the mercy and leniency of civil justice as an 
outrageous, merciless, and brutal punish- 
ment of an old soldier, who up to this time 
had borne a good name, and who in the com- 
mission of his offense had ho personal malice 
towards Guiteau, but was actuated by patri- 
otic feelings. There was nothing in his trial 
to show that he had not been an honorable 
and faithful sdéldier, who had served his 
country and done good service in war and 
peace; and yet this court-martial has 
dishonorably discharged him from the 
army, thereby aflixing a stigma of dis 
grace upon him; has stripped him 
of all pay and allowances due to of 
coming due to him, and has sentenced him 
to eight years of hard labor among the con- 
victs of the Albany Penitentiary, and for 
what? For shooting at the miserable assasin 
Guiteau ; for doing what every other patriot- 
lo man would like to have done; for doing 
what would have been done by the people 
themselves if the cowardly assasin had not 
been protected by police and soldiers from a 
righteous retribution. ‘There was no regret 
that the old soldier shot at him, but there 
was regret that he missed him. ‘ 

There is no denial that he violated military 
rules, and that, bemg on guard to protect the 
worthless wretch, he violated his duty. 
There would have been no protest 
against a punishment based upon jus- 
tice, upon his past record, upon the 
terrible temptation. to remove such a 
foul wretch from the world, and upon 
the patriotic indignation which overeame his 
discretion; but this court-martial will find 
that the people of this country will protest 
against this accumulation of punishment and 
disgrace, this heaping up of vengeance 
rather than justice, this aggregation of 
brutality, which no court in the country, 
outside of military jurisdiction, would ever 
have visited upon the prisoner for his offense, 

Sergt. Mason was not a shoulder-strapper 
that graduated at West Point, and is there- 
fore unfortunate. He was a private soldier 
who had always performed his duty quietly, 
faithfully, and bravely. He was not a Me- 
Clellan, nor a Franklin, nora Fitz John Por- 
ter, nor a Sturgis, nor a Rosecrans. Ifhe had 
been he would not have been sentenced to 
the penitentiary. He might have resigned 
or been cashiered, but Re would have had 
friends powerful enough to secure his 
restoration with back pay, or he might have 
been placed in charge of a Soldiers’ Home with 
easy work and fat pay. He did not sacrifice 
armies or endanger the existence of the Gov- 
ernment by inefficiency, drunkenness, dis- 
obedience of orders, or treachery. If he had 
he might have escaped and been honored and 
rewarded, But he was only a private soldier 
with a musket, and he tried to shoota foul 
wretch and cowardly brute who had killed 
his Commander-in-Chief. So strip him of his 
Sergeant’s ranx; brand him with the disgrace 
of discharge from the service; take away his 
pay and allowance, and hurry him off to the 
penitentiary to work for eight years among 
thieves, burglars, murdeffrs, and felons— 
this man whose only offense was in commit- 
ting an aet in which, if he had been success- 
ful, there would not have been a regret in 
the whole Nation! Of one thing the West 
Point ¢ourt-martial, with Gen. Hancock 
himself who approves its findings, may 
be assured: the people of this coun- 
try will regard its verdict as an outrage 
of brutality against a faithful old soldier 
for making a mistake, but who meant well, 
and, if the President does not interfere, 
Sergt. John A. Mason, Battery B, Second 
Artillery, will go to the penitentiary fol- 
lowed by the sympathy of the American 
people, and will hold a higher place in their 
estimation than West Point shoulder-strap- 
pers who have committed greater crimes 
than he and been rewarded.

HIGH-PRESSURE WATER FOR THE Bus- 
INESS DISTRICT. 

The report of Mr. Cregier, Commissioner 
of the Board of Pubiic Works, furnishes the 
plan of a much-needed additional supply of 
water by the création in the business heart of 
the city of an independent water district. 
This district includes all that part of the 
South Division north of Van Buren street. 
It is proposed to separate this territory 
from the present water mains, and 
give it an independent high-pressure sup- 
ply, to be drawn from the second 
tunnel at a point on Market near Mad- 
ison street. This sub-tunnel will extend 
from that point 400 feet, connecting witha 
shaft, with gates and proper appliances. 
Two pumping-engines and boilers, capable of 
furnishing 20,000,000 gallons “of ‘Water 
per day of twenty-four hours, are to 
be erected, the water to de given 
the pressure of a column of water 150 feet 
high. From these pumping-works inch 
and 16-inch pipes will be laid in an unbroken 
circuit on Franklin, Lake, State, and Adams 
streets, to constitute the main feeders to the 
distribution pipes already laid on all the 
streets in the proposed district. This dis- 
trict is to be then disconnected from the long 
inen main on Wabash avenue and the 
great 36-inch main on State street, whose 
supply, bemg thus largely relieved, will be 


| give to the South Side south of Van Buren 


and to the parts of the city west of the river. 

A year or two ago a proposition to erect an 
additional pumping-wurks near the river 
south of Madison street failed to receive the 
supportor even the respectful attention of 
the Mayor or Council. It is to be hoped the 
present measure reported by Commissioner 
Cregier will receive better treatment. The 
necessity for such 4 measure has become 
wore evident during the last few years. It is 
a proposition to add 20,000,000 gallons of 
water per day to the present supply, and 
that, too, at a comparatively small cost, and 
with a delay only sufficient to have the ma- 
chinery built and placed in position, While 
the purmping-engines are being built the sub- 
tunnel may be constructed, the engine-house 
and foundations built, and the new watet- 
mains laid, and all things so prepared that 
when the machinery shall be 
the business shall begin operations at once.

After paying $458,000 estimated cost of the 
new engines, etc., at the West Side Works, 
the surplus to the credit of the water fund 
Jan. 1, 1884, will be $394,000, This leaves no 
question as to the sufficiency of funds to be- 
gin and complete this proposed addition to 
the water establishment of the city. 

The establishment of this independent 
water district in the business centre is par- 
ticularly advisable, It is not to be expected, 
nor is it at all needed, that the ordinary sup- 
ply of water should Have the same pressure 
in all parts of the city that is wanted in this 


district. The tens of thousands of private 


dwellings and small shops of two or three 
stories high don’t require the water 
pressure ot the district north of Van 
Buren street, where the structures range 


‘from five to ten stories high. Nearly 


all the buildings in the city having more than 
five stories are located in the district set 
apart for high-pressure water. The tenden- 
cy in this district is to have buildMgs even 
as high as eight stories. The ordinary sup- 
ply of water for a city as widely extended in 
area as Chicago cannot expect a pressure 
that will carry it to the upper stories of such 
bulidings—in fact, hardly above the roof of a 
four-story warehouse. When the new im- 
provement shall be completed the pressure 
of a column of water 150 feet high will carry 
the water to the highest buildings. Every 
building, through a stand-pipe, can have wa- 
ter carried to all its floors and to its roof by 
merely attaching it to the fire-plug. Firemen 
will be able to battle fire from the roofs of 
buildings with water furnished to their 
hands. In ordinary cases the hose attached 
to the fire-plug can be used under such a 
pressure as effectually as from an engine. It 
will not, of course, be necessary that the 
pressure in this district shall always be at its 
maximum; it will be sufficient that it can be 
raised to that point when, in case of fire or 
otherwise, it will be needed. 

The benefits from this improvement will 
not be confined to the independent water 
district. The present consumption of that 
district is now supplied from the general 
mains. The establishment of this district 
will enable the water now consumed within 
its limits to be added to the supply of the 
South and West Divisions, thus givihg greater 
supplies to those section, of the city where at 
present it is oftentimes scant and low, 


A curtovus story 6f a fiddle was recently 
told in the Court of Queen’s Bench, London. A 
genti¢man bad purchased one of these instru- 
ments, which purported, by a label inside the 
article, to be one of the masterpieces of Carlo 
Bergoazi, of Cremona.

The Arabs, it is 
said, drive a brisk business in bogus shekeis, 
and bogus sculptured stones have been soid to 
European museums. The market is flooded 
with forgeries of china made in Japan and at 
Florence, while in old masters, the Standard 
says: There is a perfect factory for the man- 
ufacture of old masters in Rome, and scores of 
art-students in the Continental towns support 
themselves by making copies in the public gal- 
leries for sale to the dealers, who in due time, by 
the aid of a smoky chimney., and other ingen- 
ious devices which need not be enlarged on, 
supply the demand for Rafaeis, Robenses, Van- 
dycks, and Murilios, which comes trom America 
or from quarters near home.”  Apparentiy 
there is nothing true in this worid but eggs and 
potatoes with their sheiis and skins on.

Recognized, 


Names of the Parties Prominently Len- 
tioned for the Various Offices. 


Notwithstanding the time for holding the 
municipal and town elections is rapidly drawing 
nigh, the political cauidron fails to bubble and 
boil as itis usually wont todo, Except in a few 
wards in which there is a decided scramble for 
the vacant Aldermanshbips, there ig a dearth of 
candidates, and the indications are that be- 
tween now and election day there will be lees 
political music than was ever known in this city. 

Hoth political parties are vigorously preparing 
for the campaign of next fall, when there are to 
be elected county, State, and Congressional 
Representatives, These are the prizes that are 
to be fougut for, and, as there is to be redistrict- 
ing of the county during the next two months, 
there is a strong jndisposition on the part of the 
prominent politicians of both parties to take 
any active participation iu the scramble for the 
few minnows and small rolis availabie at the 
April election. 

Both sides fear that an interence now might 
react with the force and certainty of a boom- 
erang next November, and hence exists the 
desire to let the present contest be a free-for-all 
go-as-you-please campaign, in which the indi- 
Vidual candidates can make the race on their 
own merits and on their Own pocketbooks, 
Those Republicans who favor Hanchett for 
Sberif do not propose to make any movement 
now that in October might result disastrously to 
his interests, and the other fellows who favor 
Maun's renomination feel exactly the same way. 
The Democratic politicians are pursuing the 
same policy. They dò not propose to interfere 
ip any way, manner, or shape. Both parties will 
order the primaries to be heid in the usual man- 
ner. The dear people will for once be allowed 
to exercise their preferences, if they will, but 
the chances are that the preference will be in 
many instances exercised by a small mob of 
strikers, and the longest pole will take the per- 
simmons, 

THE CANDIDATES FOR TOWN OFFICES 
are very few. There is a general indisposition 
ou the part of the aspirants to announce them- 
selves publicly. The majority of those who have 
entertained bopes have been unabie to make any 
combinations for the reasous given above, and, 
fearful that they might be very summarily sat 
upon, bave refrained from breathing their hopes 
in public. Many of the offices seem to go a- beg 
ging; the oldest and shrewdest politicians in 
the three divisions of the city are unable to give 
any roster of candidates for the offices to be 
filled. 

There was never a time in the history of the 
city wheu there existed a greater necessity for 
electing first-class Aidermea—men of good busi- 
ness ability and undoubted igtegrity—than 
now. But this fact the taxpayers do not seem 
to realize. Most of the ward-club meetings are 
slimly attended, and those who have secured 
coutrol of them are either applicants for posi- 
tions at the public crib or insignificant bia ther- 
skites and loafers who are fur sale to the 
bighest bidder. The city is in ueed of more 
police, additional sewerage, and improved sani- 
tary conditions. The bonded indebtedness and 
the law place inexorable bouuds on the revenue 
to be derived from the taxation of personai and 
real property. To raise sufficient means to 
meet all the wagts of the city, reovurse must be 
bad to a thoroughly

expenditure, bas so far successfully evaded 
paying its proper and legitimate tribute. 
Many of the present Aldermen are saicon- 
keepers vy profession, and through the combi- 
nation they have been able to make have success- 
fully combated ali attempts to increase the sa- 
loon licensgs.

GLADSTONE’S RESOLUTION.

A fight recently occurred at Pucara, near 
Huacayo. The Peruvians had 1,810 combatants, 
but no artillery, and the Chilians 1.200 men and 
five cannon. The Peruvians had the position, 
and the Zepita and Lima troops fought valiant- 
ly, but the Chilians, after charging three times, 
drove them from the hill and scattered them 
ever the country. Col. Del Canto commanded 
the Chilians, and it is stated positively that 
Caceres, in disguise, commanded the Peruvians. 
Caceres had appointed Pucara as a rallying 
point, and meant to gather about bimself there 
a new army, for there were 200 Peruvian officers 
among the 1,810 when the Chilians discovered 
the rendezvous and broke it up. One Chilian 
officer, and three Peruvian officers were killed in 
that battle, and about 300 common soldiers. 
The routed Peruvians made way toward Ayacu- 
cho, where Paniza, a Pieroiaist, is quartered 
with 1000 men. It is not known yet whether 
Panizo has joined them for another rally or not.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 
DECERASE OF CASES OF CONTAGIOUS DIS- 
EASES, 

Special Dispatch to Tie Chicago Tribuna 
New Tonk. March 11.—The report of the 
Health Department this week shows a marked 
falling off in the number of cases of all con- 
tagious diseases. Last week there were ten 
cases of typhus-fever reported, and it was found 
this was the sign of another outbreak of this dis- 
ease. Most cases were among the vagrant 
classes in the poor lodging-houses. A close 
watch has been kept on these lodæing- houses 
this week, and not a single case of typhus-fever 
bas been reported. There is also n marked de- 
crease in the number of cases of scariet-fever 
this week as compared with last week. 
The total number of deaths this week is 800 
fourteen less than the total number reported 

last week. This is 

A VERY LARGE DEATH-RATE 

for this season of the year, and itis a difficult 
matter to know whatto attribute it to. Of che. 
800 deaths reported this week, 435 occurred in 
tenement-bouses. The proportion of deaths in 
institutions is much larger than usual, and is at 
the rate of more than 7.000 a year. There is 
one thing, however, which is gratifying, and 
that is the decrease in the number 
of cases of simali-pox. For the week ending 
Feb. % there were forty-four cases reported. 
Last week thére were thirty-six cases, and this 
week there were thirty-four cases. This de- 
crease is due probably to the measures adopted 
by the board in vaccinating all who make ap- 
piication, and urging the necessity of vaccina- 
tion upoa the public. .

RECORDS OF THE DELUGE. 


Rassam’s Great Find and Lenormants 
Curious Book—Various Legends of the 
Ficod—In One a God, in Another a 
Big Fish—“yths the Aztecs Had 
Piagues Substituted for Floods to He- 
duce the Population. 

From an Article in the London Saturday Review. 
Notivery long ago the public were excited by 

Mr. George Smith's discovery of Chaidean docu- 

ments containing an account of the deluge. 

We do not precisely know how soholars trans- 

late thése documents at present, but in the 

version first offered to the world the 
resemblances between the Biblical nar- 
rative and the Chaldean legend were 
certainly striking. But what was Mr. Smith's 
discovery to that of Mr. Rassam? On Monday

Syrian are too much in the condmion 
of Aryan records, and in the Vedas one schoo! of 
philologists translates a word “goat” where 
anotber school reads immortal soul.“ Thisis 
puzzimg to the mere anthropologist, and we 
trust that science will be more in harwony about 
the meaning of Mr. Rassam's new records of the 
past. But we must explain bow Mr. Rassam 
came to find these ancient fragments of geo- 
graphical literature. In Maren last an Arab 
told Mr. Rassam that be knew of an old 
city within fifteen miles of the town 
where de was. two explorers set 
out, and, quite casually and _inci- 
dentally, discovered a ruin three miles in cir- 
cumference. But this was the wrong buried 
city; the right one was furtheron. The Arab 
then led Mr. Hassam to the right city, where 
Mr. Rassam, by dint of digging, did not find anv- 
thing of interest. He returned to the ruins of 
the neurer city, and there, under the asphalt 
fioér of a room, be found an inseribed coder. 
and in thé coffer inscribed cylinders, ** which are 
supposed to be the records of the oldest city in 
the world, founded, as historians toll us, by 
Noah, after the deluge, and wher e, according to 
tradition, Noah buried the antediluvian records.” 
We do vot know to what “ historians” Mr. Kas- 
sam refers; but about the tradition that ducu- 
ments were baried alter the deluge there can 
be no doubt. We do not share Mr. Rassam’s de- 
lief that be may possibly have found them. 

The original Chaldean tubies of Mr. George 
Smith name very miuutely the size of the vessel 
to be used, tell of the terror of the gods, vive 
the ritual of Sacrifice, and mention that the gods 
in future determined to use plague, nut flood. as 
a means of reducing the surtius 232322 
The Aryan legend of the flood we find first in the 
Satapatha Brahmana. The story has more 
savage elements than the Chaldean legend. In 
savage myths animals play the perse agsigned 
by more polisbed races to gods. it was a little 
fish, gifted with remarkabie powers of rapid 
growth, not a god, which [foretold the deluge 
of Manu. The same fish guided and 
protected him during his voyage through 
the waters of the Hood. Being left alone 
when all men were drowned, Manu produced a 
woman out-of the obiations of sacrifice. By her 
Manu became the father of all men born. Now, 
M. Lenormant bolds that this legend is a 
Chaldéan or Semitic importation. e Cannot 
see that he makes out bis point. There is a god 
in thé Chaidean. a big fish in the Aryan, story. 
But M. Lenormanf (who has recently published 


a work on the deluge) says that the god of the 
Ubaidéan 


nd is a fish-shuped god. To this 
we may repiy that the Brahmana says nothing 
about the gud at all; the theory that the fish wasa 
god is much later; and in the Mahabharata and 
the Visshnu Purana is probabiy the mere 
hopothesis by which a more advanced people,ac- 
customed to the idea of gods, explained the old 
savage legend about a wonderful fish. 

The Greek myths of the deluge are all very 
local and very well known. The Norse myth is 
mixed up inextricably with that almost uni- 
versal feature of savage and Aryan cosmogo- 
nies—the creation of the world out of a mas- 
nified non-vatural man, Ymir or Purusha. M. 
Leuormant thinks that the Egyptians bad once 

the deluge legend, but, as they liked 
inundations, they preserved the belief in a de- 
struction of the human race, but altered the 
story of the method by which it was caused. 
About the Mexican traditions of Cox Cox. the 
American Noah, there is considerabie doubt. It 
ia not impossible that the Mexican picture- 
writings bave been arbitrarily interpreted iato 
a tradition of the deluge where something quite 
different was intended. It is very odd the 
Aztecs hada myth of the destruction of men 
by burricanes, and ‘that this very myth recurs: 
among 1 natives of Australia. In all the

A. H. RATHMAN, OF PHILADELPSHIA, 
arrived tonight from the overtiowed country. 
He suid to a Gazelte reporter: “Friday I went 
round the neighborhood of Arkansas City on an 
inspecting tour. While rowing through the 
woods in a skiff we came upon a haif-sub- 
merged log-house. Rowing alongside an upper 
window, we lookedin. A man, his wife, and two 
children occupied the piace. The man, upon 
being questioned, said: ‘We did not expecta 
break in the levees. The other morning we 
awoke and found the water all around the house. 
and that the floor was lifted up by the 
pressure. We bad no means of effecting our 
escape, As welive a great distance from the 
river, we haveno boats. We did not think that 
the Hood would become 60 serious. I have been 
living bere for ten years, and have never before 
suffered any inconvenience from the water. I 
did not think it would become very deep, or we 
could have waded out at first. I was foolish 
enough t@ think the break in the levee had 
caused the overfiow, and that ocher breaks 
would occur snortly, and distribute the water; 
but it kept on rising til we were 
forced to go up- stairs. For two days 
we bave not had anything to eat. The water is 
gradually rising, and but for this timely aeliv- 
erance we must have soon been growned.’ 


WE TOOK THIS FAMILY TO LAND, 
about ten miles distant, and provided food. 
Gu out iu the skiff again we came upon a 
knoll where six or seven people had taken ref- 
uge. They bad been driven from home, and, 
unable to get out of the bottoms, had remained 
on the little knoll, although it could be but 
temporary relief, as starvation, if hot the flood, 
must soon come.

A Still Further Decrease in East-Bound

That the Eastern railroads were mistaken in 
ordering an advance in east-bound freight rates

Increased demand for business in the Bast, ship-— 


named articles from this city have fallen off 
from 72,110 tons to 90,565 tons, a decrease in 
a littl more than a month of 41,545 tons. 
As the last advance in rates has had such 
disastrous effect on east-bound shipments,.it 
may be imagined what effect the new advance 
will haVe, When the last raise in east-bound 
rates was made the conditions for keeping up 
the volume of business were much more favor- 
Able than at present. The railroads bad the 
whole field to themselves and had to meet no 
competition. But by the time the new advance 
in rates goes into effect the railroads will have 
to moet the lake competition, which promises to 
be much more active than formerly. Several 
charters were made, during last week for corn 
from Ohicago to Buffalo at two and a half cents 
per bushel. The first charters made last year 
were at from five to six cents per bushel. This 
shows what kind of competition the railroads 
will have to meet. And yet, in face of this, they 
have decreed that when navigation opens 
rail rates shall be still further advanced. 

This shows clearly that Vanderbilt is trying to 
force the business on the lakes and thus get 
ahead of his competitors. His New York Sen- 
trai Road will get the bulk of the lake business 
at Buffalo, and the higher the through rates 
from Chicago are the larger is his propor- 
uon of the rates from Buffalo to New York.

＋—— of “moving day” is 
not apt to awaken the pleasantest anticipations 
among the tenant class, whofor some years back 
have been submitting to successive turns of the 
landlords’ screws until it would seem as if the 
rapacity of the “soulless landiord' had done its 
work and could no farther go. The re- 
suit of a TRIBUNE reporter's rounds among the 
real-estate agents yesterday was to disabuse any 
ove of any such idea as that, for despite the 
jumps in rents last year—enough one would 
think to last for several seasons to come—the 
screws have been given another sharp twist, and 
salaries are to be squeezed out of the dependent 
pouse-renters like cider out of a farmer’s fall 
apples, whenever the tenants will submit to it. 
Where they refuse to submit they are 
stared in the face by the annoyance 
and expense of moving, either into cheaper 
quarters intownor a less expensive residence 
in the suburbs, with contingencies in the sbape 
of railroad fare to pay, in order to get to it. The 
aiternative,in many cases, bas so many dis- 
couraging features aboutit that submission is 
the better part of valor. The landiord bas the 
*dead wood on the slave Who rents. 

In the course of his rounds the reporter 
aropped in on Mr . D. Kerfoot and began by 
asking him about the extent of the prospective 
* boost,” the certainty that some sort of a raise 
was coming being assafeathing to bet on as 
those two proverbially certain things—death and

“Stores,” said Mr. Kerfoot, “will advance 
about S per cent over last year in all eligible 
‘Jocations.

General Demand tor Apartment-Houses 
in New York—Other Heal Estate Mat- 
ters There. 

Chicago capitalists would do well to turn 
their attention to the large profits to be made 
out of upartment- houses. The demand for 
apartments is much greater than the supply. 
The experience of New York investors shows 
what can be done with this kind of improve- 
ments. The Times of that city says there is no 
species of real property in New York which pays 
a greater return on the amount ot capital in- 
vested than the better class of apartment 
houses; none, certainly, which rents so readily, 
even inthe most depressed times. It took at 
tirstsome considerable effort to overcome the 
prejudice against the apartment system which 
existed among our wealthy classes, who only 
too frequently confounded it with the tenement- 
house system. This idea was exploded by the 
builaing of expensive and elaborate a hg on 
houses destined solely for the wealthy The 
most important apartment- house enterprise 
now in progress is called the Central Park apart- 
ments. It consists of eight distinct buildings— 
for which ground bas already broken on 
Seventh avenue, Fifty-eigbth and Fifty-ninth 
streets—occupying a plot 201 by 425, facing on 
Centra! Park. Each building will de adapted 
for thirteen families, and each building will be 
held by a club of thirteen members organized 
as a joint stock company. The associates 
will build on leased ground and pay ground rent 
and taxes. This we consider @ bad feature. 
Moreover, the ground rent seems very high, be- 
ing fixed ut $90,000 per annum for the whole plot 
of thirty-four low. Ninety sand dollars 
represents the interest at 5 per cent on $1,800, - 
000, and 5 per cent on the present value of the 
land is a liberal estimate for 6 let lease;

HIGH-PRESSURE WATER. 


A Valuable Auxillary to the Fire De- 
partment.

It. under the new pressure,” he inquired, 
“the water iurnished out of a bydrant hasa 
pressure of 120 feet, will a fire-engine, which 
now bas power to pump water up 12 feet be 
aided in its work by the increased force with 
which the water rusbes out of the hydrant?” 
“Yes, sir. It would go right through the en- 
gine, allowing. of course, for the obstruction 
due to the engine itself. To answer your ques- 
tion, whether it would aid the engine, I say ves.“ 
“That being the case, then. couldn't the en- 
gines be done away with to a certain extent, and 
the hose simply be attached to the hydrants?” 
“Well, the water under so high a head would 
be just that much more for us. but, in a me- 
tropolis like this, I don’t think it wise to do 
away with the engines. They are a movable 
affair, andcan run around, while a hydrant is a 
fixture that you caf't take away witb you.“ 
Fire-Marsbal Swenie,in answer to the first 
question, said: “Certainly it would aid the eu- 
gine. We run our engines sometimes as high 
us 250, and with this high pressure—if we could 
get anything near like what they are talking 
about—we could connect our lines right on to 
the stand pipes.” ‘ 

Would the adoption of the system enable the 
city to dispense with the engines to some ex- 
tent?” 

“At small fires they could be dispensed with. 
You can get to work quicker by stretching a 
line of bose and letting the water richt in 
from a standpipe, than you can by con- 
necting your engine up. But in case of 
these large buildings, which would make a con- 
flagration in themselves, you want all the power 
ou have got. The high-pressure systew would 

a valuable auxiliary to us, for at present it is 
hard to get above the third stories of buildings, 
and when we do we can’t do effective work. But 
the system has one drawback: The mains are 
liable to give way at any time, so that if you 
rely on them altogether you will be left to the 
merey of the flames, in a case like that. 1

SANITARY WORK. 


The Excellent Record of the Tenement 
and Factory Inspectors, 
Preparatory to their annual report, the Tene- 
ment and Factory Inspectors, six in number, 
have made a summary report of all the work 
performed by them during the year 1881. The 
character and amount of work done by these 
officers seems to be almost beyond belief, and 
could only have been performed by ceaseless, 
energetic work. The completeness of it is 
something beyond comparison, as each separ- 
ate building is not only thoroughly examined 
throughout, so far as relates to its sanitary con- 
dition, including overcrowding, dark, and poor- 
ly-ventilated sieeping-rooms, plumbing, drain- 
age, light, heat, and ventilation, guarding of 
machinery and elevator shafts, staircases, etc., 
proper air space for operatives in factories, 
workshops, etc., but a detailed written report is 
made and filed in the Heaith Office for euch sep- 
arate{building. The annual report will give all this 
work in detalii for streets, wards, divisions, and 
the city asa whole. But as this may be rather 
dry reading for some, the summary or totais 
only are given below. Of the factories, work- 
shops, and other places of employment aud 
manual labor, there are about 15,000, employing 
about 130,000 persons, of whom 111,000 are males 
and 19,000 females; and of those 7,00 are boys 
under 15 years of age, and 2,500 are giris under 
15. Very close to 5,000 tenement-houses were 
thoroughly examined, which contained about 
81,444 rooms, occupied by 19,253 families, consist- 
ing of 88,119 persons, of whom 45,424 were males.

FINAN CIAL. 


Stocks opened steady, but soon grew weak. 
Louisville & WNaspville, notwithstanding the 
positive statement that the floating debt had 
been provided for, was again fluctuating and 
feverish. It ted the market down, and at the 
close led it up. Money wasatrifie more active, 
but the rates of interest did not seem to have 
much effert on prices. Littie news of any kind 

reached the street, but there were vague and 
disturbing rumors of a great bear raid. Cam- 
mack, Keene, Gould, Sage,and Travers were 
declared to be in consultation in the Western 
Union Buliding over plans for a great carapaign 
to break prices. At one time there was great de- 
pression, and it was freeily_predicted that prices 
would open much lower on Monday. At about 
this hour prices began to go up, and at the close 
they stowed a handsome gain over the lowest 
quotations of the day. 

The bank statement was unusually favorable, 
and the bulls and bears both got out of stocke 
on the strengtb of it, 

The selling in Manhattan is supposed to come 
from the old Metropolitan pooi, and to be con- 
nected with the rumor that a Keceiver is to be 
appoluted for the Metropolitan Vompany. The 
net earnings of the elevated roads for the first 
five months of the fiscal year show that the New 
York Elevated has earned at the rate of 11.15 
por cent, while the Metropolitan Oompany bas 
earned at the rate of 3.23 per cent. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Company has late- 
ly expended over $200,000 in repairs on its steam- 
ships. The loss of the ‘subsidy for several 
months and extra expenditures resulted in a 
poorer statement than usual for the last quarter, 
but the Dusinéss warrants a very marked um- 
provement forthe quarter to come. It is said 
that an advantageous offer of a block of stock, 
nearly suffieient to give control, hag lately been 
refused by a party of an pitalists. 

The Richmoad & Danville Company, Sept. 30, 
1881, had a capital stock of $4,000,000, bonded 
debt of $4,311,100; net earnings, $904,371; fixed 
charges, $592,408; surplus, $411,873. Tne net 
earnings for the quarter ending Dec. 31. 1881. 
were $540,400; fixed charges, $305,130; surpius 
for the quarter, $256,271; gross carvings in Jau- 
vary, $280,627; increase, $39,696. at the same 
rate of increase the net earnings for quarter 
ending March 31 will be $475,000, less fixed 
charges, $305,130, which leaves a surplus for 
quarter of $169,870, or 4.2 per cent. 

Some of the stockholders of the Mempbis & 
Charleston Company will attempt to defeat the 
schemes of consolidation with the East Ten- 
nessee Company, on the ground that the terms 
are inadequate, par having previously deen 
offered for Memphis & Charleston stock. It is 
stated that members of the Memphis & Charies- 
ton pool refused to sign the agreement of con- 
solidation. 

President Devereaux, of the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati & lodianapolis, is said to be in 
town for the purpose of conferring with Mr.Van- 
derbilt concerning the purchase of a control of 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton stock, The New 
York, Chicago & St. Louis Company has bad an 
offer made to secure eontrol at W for the com- 
mon and 30 for the preferred stock, The rumor 
that the road bad been sold was unfounded. 
Insiders are buving the company’s first-:mort- 
gage bonds. It is stated that the East Tenncssee, 
Virginia & Georgia Company has lately received 


in casu 12.500.000, of which $1,000,000 is said to 


have been paid by a prominent insider. This 
sum wipes out the floating debt and leaves 
funds for the payment of interest on the income 
boads. 

The earnings of the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & 
Western Company for the first week in March 
were $16,270. 

Wall street has it that Gould is liquidating as 
rapidly as possible preparatory to ranging bim- 
self. That Mr. Gould should have allowed this 
information about bis future movements te be- 
come public must be. accepted as conclusive 
evidence of that change of heart on which these 
capitalists rely who bave been blind followers of 
the architect of the ruins of Black Friday.

The Defendant Makes the Best Time 


The case against the Rev. Michael Finity,who is 
charged with an attempt to commit rape on the 
person of Miss May Sheridan, an aged damsel 
who lives on North Clark street, took a sudden 
shoot yesterday which will clear the reverend 
gentieman in the minds of the public, whatever 
the result may bein courts of law. The move 
seemed to show so clearly the animus of the pros- 
ecution that people will look with suspicion 
on the complaint. The detendant was 
Originally arrested on a warrant issued 
by Justice Kaufmann, and after sundry continu- 
ances the case was brought by change of venue 
before Justice Hudson. The Justice was too 11 
to hear the case,and another continuance was 
agreed upon until 9 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Both sides announced and agreed that the case 
should be tried at that time without further de- 
lay or annoyance, each side claiming to be 
ready for trial. It was thought that wouid be 
the end of the matter, but the sequel proved 
that the prosecution had resorted to a peculiar 
device to annoy and delay the defendant. 

At the hour appointed all the parties were 
PRESENT IN JUSTICE HUDSON’S COURT-ROOM. 
The defendant looked anxious but comparative- 
ly happy. The prosecuting witness sat in a cor- 
ner surrounded by her squad of male and female 
sympathizers. She claims to be but 28 years oid, 
but if she is time has dealt bardiy with ber. for 
art cannot coneeal the wrinkles in her face 
nor destroy the marks which a series of hard 
and cruel seasons have painted upon her coun- 
tenance. That any one, even an gsmor- 
ous clerygman, should offer violence to her 
passes belief. When the case was called the 
prosecution, through Mr. Beckingto an- 
nounced that they declined to prosecute. Harry 
Rubens, for the defense, demanded a prosecu- 
tion in vain. He also calledon Mr. Woodman, 
who appeared in a quasi-public character, but 
that officer declined to bn hand in the case. 
The Justice was therefore compeiled to enter on 
the docket “Dismissed for want of prosecution,” 
and the defendant was released. He had no 
sooner reached the sidewalk, however, than he 
was arrested by Constable Ed Murphy on 
A WARRANT ISSUED BY JUSTICE MORRISON 
charging him with the same offense. A little in- 
vestigation develuped the fact that the warrant 
was issued Friday, while the case before Hud- 
son was still pending. and Constable Ed Murphy 
committed an infraction of the law in not serv- 
ing it “forthwith,” as required by the terms of 
the warrant itself. 

The whole party adjourned to the little room 
on West Madison street where Justice Morrison 
holds his court, where, after wait two bours, 
the case was called. Mr. Rubens immediately 
moved to dismiss the case, 48 it was cleariy be- 
yond the bounds of law or reason that two cases 
for the same offense could be pending at the same 
time. He alluded to it as an outrage on the com- 
munity, and as calculated to show the animus of 
the prosecution. Mr. Beckington in a rather 
bitter speech said certain facts had come to nis 
knowledge which impeiled him to take the case 
away from Justice Hudson. He was caretul to 
say nothing ugainst that officer, but threw out 
mysterious hints without explaining them. 

e Court took the point under advisement, 
and the case was continued until“ p. m. 

At the appointed, hour the parties were again 
preseat and proceeded to indulge in more argu- 
ment. Fearing the decision would go against 
him the counsel! for the prosecution had ready a 
new compiaint and warrant which needed only 
to be signed and sworn to. 

THE JUSTICE RENDERED HIS DECISION 
that a suit was begun when the papers were is- 
sued, and therefore there were two cases at the 
same time. He finished with the sentence, I 
am obliged to decide, therefore, that I have no 
jurisdiction in this case.“ Immediately the de- 
fendant made a bolt for the door, while Mr. 
Beckington laid before Justice Morrison the 
new complaint and warrant, which were imme- 
diately duly signed. To avoid further annoy- 
ance the friends ot the defendant 
had advised him to skip, and ne 
had obeyed orders. The warrant was placed in 
the hands of the Constable, and immediately a 
lively chase was inaugurgted up Union street, 
down Meridian street, over sundry fences, and 
out of sight, the flying coat-taiis of the clerical 
gentieman leading the oilieer by several lengths. 
The crowd was merry at the expense of the 
»rosecu tion, while the lady-like complainant re- 
ieved herself of the remark “I knew the dirty, 
dog would run away.” The Constable 
RETURNED WITHOUT THE REV. MICHAEL 

FINITY, 
and all parties prepared to leave the court. 

Suddenly the Justice discovered that the man 
had never been discharged formally. He ac- 
knowledged having decided that he had no juris- 
2 but claimed that until he euid the words, 
“You are discharged,” the prisoner was still in 
the custody of the Court. This discovery of the 
Justice is a remarkable one, in view of facts 
in the case, and, although evidently sincere and 
bovest, Justioe Morrison is duubtiess mistaken. 
Lie bad stopped talkmg, and the attorney for the 
prosecution was leauing over the desk with 
the new warrant in his band before Finity 
left the court- room. The phonographic notes 
of the decision show that it was concluded be- 
fore the prisoner left. The counsel on both 
sides had risen, and the Justice to ail appear- 
ance bad concluded. That be himself so be- 
lieved at the time is evident from the fact that 
he swore the woman to the new complaint, and 
issued the warrant, which was at once placed 
in the bands of an officer. Some of the lawyers 
said that if the defendanthad not been dis- 
charged the Justice, according to his owa de- 
cision rendered not thirty secunds before, had 
no right to issue the warrant, aud it 
was not worth tne paper it was writ- 
ten on according to his own theory. 
Either, they said, he traversed his own decision 
and issued a warrant to asworn oficerof the 
law without legal authority, or else he consid- 
ered the case disinissed. These are the two 
horns of the dilema which the Justice must 
choose between. Again, it he had no jurisdic- 
tion in the case the original warrant must dave 
been worthiess, and hence there was no neces- 
sity tor discharging the defendant. If he was 
never legally arrested, and the warrant under 
which he was held was void, as the Justice had 
himself held, the bond was void and the prisover 
was never legally in the custody of the Justice. 

In spite of these facts the Court decided that 
the defendant bad never been discharged, and 
hence he would deciare the bond forfeited un- 
less the prisoner was produced by Monday 
moroing. When referred to his previous de- 
cision by a reporter the Justice refused to dis- 
cuss the matter. The whole affair was con- 
cluded by the ladylike prosecutrix deliberately 
insulting Prof, Kistier, while the mobin the 
court-room conducted themselves in a shame- 
less, impudent manner. 

The outcome of these peculiar complications 
Will be looked for with great interest. 

Mr. Finity, it may be stated, bas not left the 
city, but will appear in court voluntarily Mon- 
day morning, and thus dispose of all technicali- 
ties.

Notes from the Galleries and Studios, 

The pupils atthe Academy of Design rooms 
have been doing some very good work recently, 
and for those who wish to go directly into color, 
without the preliminary drawing from the fiat 
and round, as required at the Academy of Fine 
Arts, an opportunity is offered by Mr. Gookins, 
whose theory is that a beginner can just as well 
learn to draw with a brush as with a pencil, and 
at the same time learn something of color.

A New Operetta by the Author of “ Bil- 
lee Taylor.’ 

The opera of Patience bas had a pbenome- 
nul run at the Standard Theatre, New York, 
and there are still no indications that it bas in 
any manner lost its popularity at that institu- 
tion. But if the people bave not lost interest in 
it the performers hdve, especially Mr. Carleton,

And Mr, 
Ryley, too, the Bunthorne prototype of the “15, 
15, 14 of modern times, is now a highwayman 
bold, with the curdiing name of “ Biood-Keg 
Bill.” Of the piece it is said that the songs, 
ballads, and choruses are pleasing, many of them 
remarkabty fine, and all sparkling with genuine 
melody. There is also a noticeable echoing of 
much of Sullivan's previous work. The costumes 
were Very handsome and the stage setting mas- 
nificent. The libretto is, however, very weak. 
The plot is founded on a legendary incident in 
the career of the famous bighwayman Claude 
Duval. The first act shows * Newmarket Heatb,” 
the second The Village Green at Malden,“ and 
the third the Great Hail of Milden Manor.“ 
The story of the opera opens with the encamp- 
ment of Duval’s foilowers, who, while awaiting 
the arrival of their chief, amuse themselves by 
telling the fortunes of the country people. 
While so engaged Charles Lorrimore, an adher- 
ent of Lord Clarendon and a partisan of Obaries 
II., appears upon the scene asa fugitive. Lor- 
rimore is seized by Red Bil, Duval’s lieutenant, 
and, finding that there is a price on bis head, the 
robbers resolve to obtain the reward. Duval 
next appears and discioses a plan for robbing 


Milden Hall, where Martin MeGruder, a Round- 
bead, bas a large amount of treasure. Lorri- 
mores capture is then reported to Duval. The 
band proposes to get the reward offered for 
Lorrimere, but Duval deciines to stop to 
sbeh petty work, and proposes in the exercises 
of his “royal prerogative” to execute the un- 
fortunate Cavalier bimseif. When Lorrimore is 
taken before Duval there isa mutual recogni- 
tion. Lorrimvre sees before him Sir Henry Vule- } 
butse and Duval, the mah who had saved bis lite 
during a brawl. The Cavalier telis the highway- 
man that be has jeoparded bis life for che sake 
of a farewell interview with Constance, who had 
been promised in marriage by her uncle, Me- 
Gruder, to Sir Whifie Whafle,a silly baronet. 
Constance at this time is at Miiden Hall, which 
formerly belonged to the Lerrimores but was 
given to MeGruder. Duval, like the gallant be 
was, espouses the young Cavalier’s cause. Dur- 
ing the conversation of the two mena coach is 
reported in sight, and it is stopped. The occu- 
pants are McGruder, Betty MeGruder, and Con- 
stance. The women ask to be set free, and 
Duval agrees on condition that Constance 
dances with bim. Constante accepts the 
offer through fear. and all join in the 
dance. Duval next makes his ap rance at 
Milaen Hall, where sports are holding on the 
green. Constance half tecognizes him, but be- 
tore she has settled upon bis identity sbe is ac- 
costed by Lorrimore, who proposes that sbe shall 
elope with him. The lovers are disturbed by 
Duval, and Lorrimore retires. Duval avows his 
love for Constance, and in attempting to kiss ber 
is assaulted by Lorrimore. The highwayman, 
finding that bis friend is the lover of Constance, 
gracefully yields the claim be had set up for 
himself, and disguises himself as Lorrimore when 
troops appear to seek for the young Cavalier, 
and gives himself up. In the third act tus troops 
agdin appear—thbis time in Miiden Hall—and au- 
nounce that their prisoner has escaped and that 
they must search tne Haliforhim. Both Duval 
and Lorrimore enter, and Duval produces a 
pardon in blamk, which be fills in with the names 
of Lorrtmore and bimsell.

Railway Mall Clerks.

CaIcaco, March IL—Allow me through the 
medium of Taz TRIBUNE to call attention tothe 
cruel injustice with which a certain class of the 
country's crippled servants are being treated. I 
refer to railway mail clerks who have been dis- 
abled by accidents on the road, or by diseases 
consequent on their peculiar duties. Now it 
seems almost incredible, but it is nevertheless a 
fact, that no provision whatever is made for 
these poor fellows. Directly they are incapaci- 
tated for further work the country gives them 
the cold shoulder, drops them from its pay- 
rolls, and henceforth ignores their existence.

Mr. Lowell and the Coercion Act.

It does not apply to England, or Wales, or 
Scotland, or Man, or the ChaBnei Islands; but to 
unfortunate, misgoverned Ireland it is the al- 
most normal condition to which its rulers would 
see it reduced. Unlimited. I should say tyran- 
nical, pawer is placed in the hands of unprin- 
cipled men whose every feeling and assocauon 
is antagonistic to the people. Arrests are made 
without the shadow of the foundation of a 
charge—through mere caprice or spleen—and

The arrest of eight boys uuder a charge of 
this nature, in the vicinity of Listowel, will 
serve to show to what a ridiculous extent the 
ien authorities’ will sometimes go in their 
eudeavor$ to distort an innocent amusement 
into an intended agrarian outrage. From time 
immemorial it has beeu a custom.with the 
young persons in the country districts during 
Shrovetide to band together in parties of four, 
six, or eight, array themselves in fantastic 
costumes, and, under the name of satyrs, de- 
mand admittance to houses where wedding- 
feasts are in progress; they are always wel- 
comed on those oceasions,for by their antics, 
their songs, witty says, and dancing they 
give infinit amusement to the guests. They 
conduct themselves respectfully, and almost in- 
variably refuse to accept the refreshments to 
which they are invited with a cead mille faiitbe. 

While the boys referred to were pearing the 
wedding-DHouse they were pounced upon by a 
body of police and marines under the command 
ofa Mr. Massey, Resident Magistrate, and who 
were evidently lying in ambush for them, and 
pinced under arrest. One of them attempted to 
escape, but Massey threatened to shoot bim 
dead if he would not stand. They were then 
marched into Listowel, and the next wmorn- 
to the County Jail at Tralee under 
heavy escort. Great indignation was felt in 
the neighborhood at the conduct of Massey, as 
the peopie believe that he must be aware ftaat 
the boys were there for no illegal object, and 
that the arrest wasa wanton and tyrannical 
proceeding. This Massey has since bis coming 
to the district done everything to make himseif 
obnoxious.

He 
has occasionally played the gallant, and has con- 
jured up the green-eyed monster before tne 
Kune of a senile brother magistrate, who has 
more than once accused bim of baving albenated 
the affections of his young Cambrian spouse.

Mut there is one thing that can be Said: 
there has not been a board in a 
number of - years that bas manifested 
a greater disposition to take hold of material 
and needed improvements in the village. The 
drives, streets, and parks bave all received more 
attention than fora number of years past. The 
three members whose terms expire this spring 
are H. G. Lunt, C. L. Jenks, and J. J. Park- 
burst. The two latter are understood to be 
candidates for reflection. In addiGon to these, 
the names of W. II. Crocker, formerly a first- 
rate member of the board, W. M. Hoyt, William 
Blanchard, and E. 8. Taylor are prominentiy 
mentioned. There is not the most shadowy 
foundation for the report that an attempt is to 
be made to incorporate the village as a city. 

Tue two candidates for the office of Village 
Clerk are J. S. Counell, the present incumbent, 
who has mude a good record, and Mr. John A.

Gen. Horace Porter More than Gets 
Even with Clark Bell.

New York, March 9.—If ever there was a 
chance of New York getting sick of too much 
of a good thing, it's just now with all of these 
opera companies in our midst, three operatic 
Generals marshaling their troupes, and prima 
donnas plenty as blackberries in July, and ten- 

ors planted along the Square like lamp-posts. 
There's the wily, slippery old foreigner Stra- 
kosch, with Gerster; there's the burly English- 
man Mapleson, with his Campanini; and there's 
the young American Abbey with Patti. Stra- 
kosch and Abbey have got the candles 


without candlesticks (and so use bot- 
ties), Mapleson has got a row of candie- 
sticks but uo candies. The papers complain 
bitterly of the support that is given to Patti, but 
of all known artists Patti can get along best with 
a dad company. Mr. Abbey surrounded her 
with the best peopie he could get at the eleventh 
hour, and in every detail of stage settiag aud 
dress Abbey’s company is far in advance of 
Strakosch’s or Mapleson's. 

Gerster had a pair of flat tenors, while Patti 
has only to contend with one. The magnificent 
Campanini has three or four prima donnas, 
and the whole party rolled into one wouldu't 
make a Patti as big as half a dollar. The opera- 
goers are very much exercised over the merits 
of Gerster and Patti, as if there could be a mo- 
ment's besitation between a diamond newly 
dug, in a grimy siave’s band, and a diamond 
polished, cut, set magaificently, and gicaming 
on a lovely woman's bosom. 

Patti is the loveliest prima donna living; Patti 
is as fine an actress as the lyric stage ever pro- 
duced; Patti is acknowledged to be the greatest 
singer now before the public. It is foolish to 
put Gerster forth as a rival. Gerster is not love- 
ly, Gerster is not graceful, and thougha Splen- 
did singer, she is as an actress only intelligent 
and pleasing. 

After lots of talk Patti made her appearance 
in opera, and if ever New York showed its ridic- 
ulous side, it was in the chilly reception ac- 
corded her. Society here is inquisitive, and cer- 
tain things have come out. Gerster has got her 
Dr. Gandini, of whom she is not yet tired, and 
with whom she is still living—nice good girl (as 
long as she stays so). Patti is up at the Wind- 
sor with Nicolini, who has a fat wife in France, 
where also dwells old Caux—one of the most 
gr sping, disagreeable things in the way ofa 
husbaad that a poor woman ever had. 

Adelina Patti worked hard and long for her 
brother-in-law and his family: then the Em- 
press Eugénie engineered a marriage with a 
Marquis that gave the poor singer a new mas- 
ter, and what she endured with that juiceless, 
dried-up roué wouldn't do to tell. Nicolini is 
a fine enough looking fellow; he must be a 
charming companion to be selected by a woman 
who has known the best society in the world; 
there ig no sort of doubt but he is madly iu love 
with ber; she has turned her back on everybody, 
made a will in favor of his children, and certain- 
ly looks ten years younger than she did three 
months ago. So it is to be supposed she is con- 
tent; that is her business, and with her private 
affairs the public bas nothing whatever to do. 
It is as a Singer and actress she comes in 
for criticism; certainly the opera-goers are 
not paying $8 a seat to look at a 
virtuous woman (though the spectacle be really 
worth the money). Bight doliars is asked to 
bear magnificent singing, and see fine acting, 
and a charming face and graceful figure; Patti 
gives them all this, and more, and yet they are 
not happy. 

PATTI’S DIAMONDS. 

In the matters of dress Patti is unrivaled. 
She wore some beautiful costumes in “ Travi- 
ata.” Her first dress wasa white satin hung 
across the front with a fringe made of tlowers— 
pansies, pinks, roses, etc.—and these flowers 
were big, solid affairs, formed of chenille; they 
were wonderful ornaments; huge gariands 
trailed down the back and across the bosom, and 
across the tablier fell a long fringe of them. 
With this costume she wore diamonds and 
emeralds, and a pair of magnificent pearl 
and diamond earrings. The second dress was of 
blue and white striped silk; a fichu of muslin 
and wide lace around the neck with long ends 
hung down in front; over the ends were two 
straps of silk finished by diamond buckles, one 
at the waist, the other several inches higher a 
very pretty device this of confining the termina- 
tions of a scarf or fichu, as my lady readers will 
find), With this dress Patti wore enormous 
turqdoises, surrounded by diamonds; but it was 
reserved for the ball scene in this act to startle 
the house with precious stones.

sewed across in three rows, were six more mag- 
nificent necklaces, separated by some bar pins— 
icertainly 200 stones the size of filberts shone and 
sparkied in this array, while on the 
left arm she wore a bracelet that as 
she moved seemed to emit electric sparks. 
The two rows of brilliante encircling her 
throat was the famous necklace valued at 8230. 
000 which the Marquis Caux claimed half of, and 
Patti gave him $125,000, and kept the gems. 

If the house was cold on the production of 
“Traviata,” it was a skating-rink when she 
sang Rosina and Marguerite (and sang and acted 
them superbly). She does Trovatore tonight, 
ana the family promise to send out relief par- 
ties early Friday if 1 don’t appear. Talk about 
the perils of the Jeannette, I tan readily see 
how one can perish amid the icebergs floating 
about in the Germania Theatre.
